Fames.at Dukes-place was added 
totherhen 96 now 97 Parifhes withinché Walls: All which Patithes. ever fince their 
feveral additions ; and the other ever fince the Year 1604, brought to the Company 
of Parifh Clerks Hal, not only.che number ‘of all che Chriftaings and Burials, but alfo an 
accompt of alithe Di/ea/es and Ca/ualties, although no fachaccompe was publithed to 
the World tintil che Year 1629. < In this Year alfo wag added the City of Wefiminfler, 
which brought in only the number of the Chriffnings, Burials, and Plague, without ra- 
king notice of, or fpecifying aay other che Diftafes or Cafualties. Andincthe Ye. 
1636, the Parifhesof Hackney, T/lington, Lam-bethy Newington, Rothorith, and Stepncy, 
likewife brought in their Reports of the Chriftnings, Burials, and Plague, inlike man- 
ner and form asthe City of Weftminfler before is {aid to do, : 


Inthe Year 1606 was.addedto thefe 8, Se. CAgary at the Savoy: andinche Year 162°

Inthe Year ré6éothe Bills were new modelled, and the accompt of ‘all the Difeafes 
and Cafwalties inthe whole 130 Parithes,- was broughtin,- and the 12 Parifhes lying in 
CMiddlefexcand Sarrey, were made a Divilioninthe fore-fde Bill by themfelves , and 
the 5 Parifhes within. the City and Liberties of Wefminffer were made a Divifion by 
themfelves ; whereas before they were intermixed with each other. 


In the Year 1665 the Totalls of the Chriftnings were diftin@ly fee down in the fore- 
fide Billinder each of the 4 Divifions of the 97. 16.12, and j. Parifhes refpegtively. 

Thus have I given you a Brief accompt of the Additions of the fevera! Parifhes to the 
Weekly Bills ; Tc now remains that I fhould-thew youthe feveral fhapes or forms in which 
the Bills of «Mortality have fince their Original been prefented to che World. And 
likewife tor what reafon-the accompt- of Burials were kept. I think Ineed nor trouble 
my felf herein, {ince chat worthy and ingenious Gentleman, Captain Foha Grauat, in his 
Book of Watural.and Political Obfervations on the Bills of Mortality, hath already fo well 
defcribed them: Wherein alfo he fhewsthatche Bils of Mortality had their beginning 
in the Year. 1592. itbeing avery Peffilential Year : and that the occalion of keeping 
theaccompt of Burials arofe firkt from the Plague in that Year. 


I fhall now return to fpeak of the Year 1603, And fhall firtt obferve unto you, thae 
moft of the Pamphlets and Papers yet extant concerning the Bills of Mortality, make 
mention of this Year fora very great Plague Year. But their Writers are either very 
ignorant, and fet down theiraccompts at random, or elfe have lotta year forthey all 
make their Papers bear date.cAareh 17. 1603. and concludethat from thence to D-. 
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eafes 37394. whereof of the Plagae'3056t. I thalfnow make the falfities of their Pa- 
pers appear, by giving you the General, or whole Years accompt for that Year, as I find 
fe Recorded inthe form followings which will fomewhat antidate their, Papers, and 
yet not amotint to the 33 pare of che number-they accompe the ‘Plague to be therien

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I deny not, but that there might.be, and I believe was, avery grievous Pe/ilence 
which raged here in fome part of the Year 1603. andthat which confirms me most in 
this belief, isa Sermon preached by Bithop Andrews before King Fames at Chefwick the 
20 day of dugu/? 1603. “being {aid to be preached in the time of Peffilence: Buel deny, 
and havealready made itappear, that iccontinued nor till AZarch 1603. mich lef be- 


gan then.

Tanfwer, That in that Year the Parifh-Clerks gave not in any accompt thereof; and 
alchough I think it not impoffible, yet it.is very improbable, that any particular man 
fhould give a juft accompt thereof, 


Porthe Bills of Mortality took their Original 21 Decemb. 1592. being part of the 
year in which raged the Great Plague, and continued until 18 Decemb. 1595. In’ which 
Year (the Plague cealing) they were difcontinued and faid afideas ufelefs until the 21. 
day of December, Anno1603. at which time they were again refumed and continued unto 
this Day. 

Captain Grant obferves likewife, that thé Bills were not refumed till after the Great 
Plague 1603. 


I now proceed to sive you a particular accompt of 18 Years of Peffilence, and thall 
firft begin with the Year 1605 part, and 1606. being the firk Year which I find the 
Particular or Weekly accompt of the Plague to amount to above 1000 in our Books, 
as inthe Table following.
